Cincinnati. Ohio, April 10.—In penitence for 
their sins and with faith in ‘their, remission 
because of the indulgence granted from Rome 
years ago to all who should make the pil- 
grimage on Good Friday up the long flight 
that leads to the Church of the Immaculate 
Conception, on the summit of Mount Adams, 
this city, thousands of devout Catholics toil- 
ea piously upward yesterday, praying as they 
climbed. Their pilgrimage, in emulation of 
the Savior’s toilsome journey up the Mount 
of Calvary, when He bore His cross to the 
crucifixion, made a spectacle impressive and 
inspiring. 

During the early morning the pilgrimage 
began, but because of the cold weather there 
were long periods when the stéps that lead up 
to Celestial avenue were almost deserted. 
Bach pilgrim paused on every one of the 
nearly 300 steps and whispered a prayer.

EDISON PAYS $450,000 
TO SETTLE THE SUIT 


A Breach of Contract Was 
Charged to the In- 
ventor. 


Newark, N. J., April 9.—Thomas A. Edison 
has settled for $450,000 the suit for breach 
of contract brought abainst him by the New 
York Phonograph Company. In addition his 
counsel has signed an agreement to settle 
erproximately 700 suits brought by the New 
York company against dealers in that state. 
The amount involved in the gettlement of 
these and the principal suit is approximately 
$2,000,000. The settlement was reached after 
an all-night conference in this city, prelimi- 
nary to which there were negotiations of 
some weeks’ duration, during which the wires 
were kept busy between Orange, N. J., and 
Mr. Edison's winter home in Florida. The 
suit was for the territorial rights for the 
sale of ‘Edison phonograph and photographic 
supplies in New York state. It was begun in 
1901. A similar suit for territorial rights to 
the New BPngland etates is now pending in 
the courts. An injunction was recently 
granted in the New York courts, so restrain- 
ing Mr. Edison and his associates that gettle- 
ment was necessary.

The ice in the gorge is packed so heavily 
that it is possible to cross on it at Devil's 
Hole. Engineers who examined it this morn- 
inz are of the opinion that it would be 
futile to attempt dynamite. 

The Great Gorge railroad is entirely out 
of commission, its tracks being covered by 
ice In places to the height of 16 feet and 
washed out in others.

Lodz, Poland, April 10.—To get mar- 
ried to four girls within the space of 
twice as many years is not 60 rare a 
thing, but to live with each peaceably, 
to leave them on the best of terms, 
and then to invite them all.to tea in 
prison and introduce them to one an- 
other as colleagues is at least an origi- 
nal idea. Yet that is exactly what a 
young carpenter named Charles Szy- 
manski, who left Warsaw eight years 
ago to seek work in the provinces, has 
done. 

At the beginning of his wanderings 
ihe visited the town of Zeierz, and made 
tables and cupboards so well that he 
was soon in demand as a workman. 
Dark, slight and good-looking, he pleased 
all the artisans’ daughters and wives 
imumensely. The belle of the town was 
a i7-year-ola€ daughter of a painter, 
Stephania by name, who turned al! 
young men’s heads before Charlie ar- 
rived on the scene. Then she left them 
in the lurch and fell seriously in love 
with Szymanski, who returned her af- 
fections and proposed marriage. At 
first Stephania’s father objected. “I 
know nothing. about the boy,”’ was his 
Protest.

Constantinople, April 10.—About four 
years ago a determined attempt was 
made to blow up the sultan as he was 
proceeding from /Yildiz Kiosk to the 
mosque where, like a good Mahometan, 
he prays every Friday. The trial which 
is at present absorbing the attention of 
all Constantinople is’ not, however, that 
of the revolutionists, probably Arme- 
nians, who committed this dreadful and 
stupid crime. On the contrary, it is 
that of Nedjib Pasha, the palace 
official who presided over the com- 
mission which the sultan appointed to 
investigate the affair, and who is-now 
accused of having used torture so freely 
in his efforts to get to the root of the 
mafter that many innocent men are said 
to have died under his hands. 

Some tools of the old regime escaped 
when the old regime fell, six months 
ago, but Nedjib was not among them, 
for too many people were watching him. 
These people have now got him in the 
dock of the Stambou! criminal court, 
and it is probable that, if not lynched, 
he will leave that dock for the gal- 
lows. 

The Garden of Sufferings. 

Meanwhile, the public follows with 
breathless interest the disclosures which 
are made day after day in open court 
by scarred, crippled, and prematurely 
aged men—men who have seen the in- 
Side of the torture-chamber at Yildiz 
Kiosk and survived, The chamber of tor- 
ture—or, as the Turks call it, “the Gare 
den of Sufferings’’—is one of the numer- 
ous kiosks in the beautiful private park 
of the sultan, and, in the old days, Abdu! 
Hamid sometimes assisted, it is declared, 
concealed behind «a curtain, at the 
dreadful scenes of * cruelty that took 
Place there. 

Among the dozens of people who 
tortured by Nedjib Pasha was an Ar- 

enian called Kavedjian, an employee 
of the American Bible house of Stam- 
boul. One night soon after the bomb 
expbosion at Yiidiz, Kavedjian was ar- 
rested by fifteen members of the secret 
police and brought to the torture-cham- 
ber at Yildiz, where he met Nedijib 
Pasha. The latter's first words were 
not reassuring. Pointing to the floor, 
Which looked like the floor of a slaugh- 
ter house, he said: “Do you see that 
blood? Well, it’s the blood of vrour 
friend Manuk, and I'm just going 
add some of yours to it,” whereupon he 
rustied at the prisoner and began to beat 
him on the head with a stick. Kaved- 
jian screamed with pain, whereupon 
Nedjib shouted: ‘“‘Keep silent, or it will] 
be all the worse for you!”

The list of crowned heads confided to 
the care of this indefatigable little 
man is, indeed, an imposing one. He 
reckons among his -proteges, past and 
present, the tsar and tsarina, Queen 
Victoria, King Leopold, King Oscar and 
King Gustaf of Sweden, King Edward 
VII and Queen Alexandra, the empress 
of Austria, King Alfonso and Queen 
Victoria. Eugenie of Spain; the kings 
end queens of Italy, Norway and Den- 
mask; King .Cda@rlos, the shah of Persia, 
the king of Siam, King Sissovath of 
Cambodia, and the ex-Empress Eu- 
genie. 

I do mot suppose that there is a single 
frontier station in France Which M. 
Paoli does not know thoroughly,, or 
where a royal or imperial train has not 
pulled up merely to take up or set 
down the amiable little special com- 
Mmissary. And his functions are by no 
means a sinecure. They demand bound- 
less tact and incessant vigilance, but 
vigilance which, while it is severe, 
must be discreet and not importune or 
hamper the august object of it. Many 
times has M. Paoli had to travel from 
end to end of France without respite, 
Ris eye and ear incessantly on the 
@iert. In ome and the same week he 
has had to accompany the king of 
Greece from Aix-les-Bains to Calais, 
then rush off to meet Alfonso on the 
Spanish frontier and escort him to 
the German frontier, whence he has 
had to speed away to Jeumont, on the 
Belgian frontier, and take King Leo- 
pold the whole length of France to 
Cap-Ferrat, in the Alpes Maritimes! 

Not a Single Break. 

In all those years never did so much 
as a single untoward incident mar the 
happy relations of the protector and 
Fis proteges. Well might King Edward 
ViI—then prince of Wales—exclaim, 
when the youth Sipido attempted to 
kill) him at the Gare du Nord at Brus- 
sels: _ 

“If Paoli had been. here, that young- 
ster would have been arrested before 
he could even have fired a single shot!” 

Not every sovereign, however, seems 
to have reposed such vast confidence in 
Paoli’s omniscient watchfulness; at any 
rate, not at the outset. Take, for in- 
stance, the amusing meeting between 
his Siamese majesty, Chulalongkorn, 
and the especial commissary in 1896. 
The Asiatic monarch had paid official 
visits to Russia, Denmark, Holland and 
Belgium, and was cn his way to be the 
guest of the republic. At the Franco- 
Belgian frontitr the royal train stopped 
to take up M. Paoli, who was presented 
to his majesty by the Siamese minister 
in Paris.

Queen ‘Victoria was especially fond 
of the amiable and courteous special 
commissary, and when she created the 
Victorian Order the first patent wae 
made out in M. Paoli’s name and the 
queen sent it to him personally with a 
gracious autograph ietter, instead of for- 
warding it by the usual diplomatic chan- 
nels. M. Paoli has also a splendid lov- 
ing cup and numerous other souvenirs 
from Wer magesty. I fancy that it its 
Queen Victoria’s memory that is most 
preciously treasured up in his heart. I 
noticed in his dining room a whole se- 
ries of water colors commemorating in- 
cidents of the queen’s visfts to the 
Riviera. One shows her majesty giving 
clothing to a poor woman whom she met 
on one of her daily drives. Another, a 
French regiment etanding at salute 
while the queen, who has overtaken it 
on the march, drives by with a bow. Yet 
again it is a beggar in a little cart 
driven by four dogs in full career and 
keeping ahead of the royal carriage, 
much to Queen Victoria’s amazement. 
All these incidents are, of course, per- 
gonal reminiscences to M. Paoli, who 
followed in another carriage. 

It was at Nice, in 1885, when the 
king of Wwurtemberg was making a 
somewhat prolonged stay on the Riviera, 
that M. Paoli came to be the devoted 
guardian of Queen Victoria. M. Paoli 
was attached to the king’s person as 
commissaire special, and in this ca- 
pacity he showed such devotion, such 
vigilance and withal such tact that the 


queen of England specially requested 
ithe French government to allow him to 
perform a similar mission about her per- 
son. Other august personages were 
equally anxious for the same privilege, 
and thus it came about that, in 1887, 
the indefatigable litthe man wae guard- 
ing three of them at one and the same 
time: Queen Victoria at Cimiez, the 
hereditary Grand Duke Nicholas at Cap 
dad’ Ail, and the king of Sweden at Cannes. 
He was quite equal to the emergency, 
which would have caused, in most men, 
a nervous breakdown. 
Of Old Cersican Stock. 

Paoli comes of old Corsican stock. His 
great-grandfather was a historical per- 
sonage and figures in English history, 
which fact doubtless accounts in some 
measure for his desecendant’s attach- 
ment to Queen Victoria and King Ed- 
ward VII. General Pascal Paoli was 
the leader of the Corsican patriots and 
a resolute opponent of French rule in 
Corsica. Although he was Napoleon 
Bonaparte’s @odfather, he viewed the 
annexation of Corsica by France with 
alarm. The Bmancipator and Regenera- 
tor of tig country, as he was termed, 
desired to prevent this at all costs, and 
headed a movement to place Corsica un- 
der the Britieh flag. He finally had to 
seek refuge at London, where he died in 
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1807. He was buried in Westminster 
abbey, where his monument may still be 
seen. His ashes were, however, removed 
fifteen years ago to his native land. 

M. Xavier Paoli, who was born in 1835 
at La Porta, in Corsica, did not begin 
his official career until he was past 
thirty. He was at that period already 
mayor of his commune, and in easy cir- 
cumstantes. 'Financial losses forced him 
into the career which has now termin- 
ated. His services were so highly ap- 
preciated at the ministry of the interior 
that on the initiative of Duke Decaze 
he was made chevalier of the Legion of 
Honor in 1676. He is now officer of 
that famous order. 

The anecdotes which M. Paoli gath- 
ered in the course of his long career are, 
of course, legion. Here is one of the 
ex-Wmpress Eugenie. A few years ago 
at Cap Martin the ex-empress, who has 
always held M. Paoli in especial favor, 
invited him to dinner. At the table 
he found himself seated at his imperial 
hostess’ left hand and smilingly re- 
marked that he was running the nsk of 
incurring the wrath of the republican 
powers that be. 

“Does your majesty think that there 
are many functionaries of the repub- 
lic who would have ventured to accept 
your invitation?’ he asked. 

Retort of Ex-Kmpress. 

“Do you think, M. Paoli,’”’ retorted the 
ex-empress with ready wit, “that there 
are many functionaries to whom I 
should have addressed such an invita- 
tion ?”’ 

M. Paoli afterwards told M. Waldeck- 
Rousseau, then president of the council, 
what. .he had done and the first minis- 
ter of the republic expressed his ap- 
proval of his subordinate’s action. 

The late HBmpress Plizabeth, of Aus- 
tria, who fell by the knife of the anar- 
chist, Lucchent, took a great fancy to 
the amiable little commissary, who 


to France during a period of five years. 
iby a strange coincidence—was it a pre- 
sentiment ?—the ill-fated empress was 
epeaking of M. Paoli almost at the mo- 
ment of her assassination. If M. Paoli 
had then been by her side, the empress 
would probably be alive now. 

“On September !0, 1698,’ said M. Paoli 
to me, ‘‘on returning to Paris from one 
of my missions, I read in the evening 
papers the awful intelligence. Judge of 
my horror! J determined to start im- 
mediately for Geneva. As I was pack- 
ing, the postman brought mé a regis- 
tered letter from Barker, Empress Dliza- 
beth'’s devoted reader. In it her majesty 
expressed her desire to have me about 
ber person, 
Her majesty added that she would ar- 
rive in Nice on December !, 90 that, if! 
could not join her at Caux, near Geneva, 
where @ was then residing, she hoped 


“The next day I reached Geneva. 
Princess Sztaray, the empress’s lady- 
in-waiting, said to me: ‘M. Paoli, her 
majesty’s hast thought was addressed 
to you. As we were going from the 
Hiotel Beaurivege to the landing stage 
of the quai de mont’ Blanc, the em- 
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Paoli (ce bon Paoli) has received Bar- 
ker’s letter, I hope. How delighted he 
will be! I should be so pleased to see 
him here; but at all events, we shall 
meet in Nice.’’ Those were almost the 
iast words that her majesty spoke. A 
few moments later, Luccheni’ had 
plunged his murderous knife into her 
heart!’’ 
Portrait of Ill-Fated Empress. 

Among the thirty autograph photo- 
graphs adorning M. Paoli’s walls, none 
is the object of greater veneration than 
that of the ill-fated empress—nor is any 
keepsake more jealously guarded than 
a beautiful hunting knife which be- 
longed to her and which one of the 
Austrian archdukes gave to M. Paoli 
in memory of her. 

Speaking of Queen Victoria, whoni he 
served so devotedly, M. Paoli remarked: 
“My reminiscances of the queen will be 
published at the moment of the inaugu- 
ration of the statue, which has been 
raised to her memory by the grateful 
people of Nice, who venerated her as 
much as did many of her own subjects. 
I venture to hope that I contributed to 
her popularity, for her majesty always 
deigned to consult me on a number of 
questions affecting her presence among 


the Nicois, and I was often able to sug- 
gest things which I knew would be es- 
pecially appreciated by them. Before 
deciding such matters, Queen Victoria 
invariably exclaimed: ‘First of all we 
must consult M. Paoli.’ ”’ 

I have said enough to show what a 
wonderful. old man M. Paoli is. To 
look at him, you would say he was 
barely sixty, yet he has long left be- 
hind him the Psaknist’s three-score 
years and ten. In epite of a more than 
ordinarily anxious responsibility, he is 
as vigorous as many young men. He 
keeps a pedometer In his pocket, and is 
discontented, when he has not covered 
his twenty kilometers (12% miles), be- 
fore going to bed. King George of 
Greece, whe is very fond of him, sends 
him regulany his New Year’s wishes. 
His last meseage wae characteristic. It 
ran as follows: 

“My Dear Paoli: Take care ef your- 
self t you may preserve that aston- 
ishing vigor which I hope to see you 
display once more when you oome to 
keep me company next August at Alix- 
les-Bains.”’ 

When he wrote this gracious message, 
King George little thought that Paoli's 
official race was run.

INVESTING MANY 


IN SOUTH GEORGIA ‘PECANS 


THOUSANDS 


Albany, Ga., April 10.—(Special.)—Sev- 
eral recent deals in Dougherty county 
and other southwest Georgia pecan 
lands have attracted attention afresh to 
this comparatively recent field of de- 
velopment, in which thousands of dol- 
lars are being invested by far-sighted 
individuals. 

Nothing has contributed more to the 
enhancement of farm land values in 
this section than demonstration that 
pecan culture is highly profitable, and 
that in spite of the large acreage thal 
is being planted in pecans throughout 
lower Georgia, there is not the re- 
motest possibility of overproduction. 
Striking recognition was given the 
south Georgia pecan industry last year 
when the National Nut Growers’ Asso- 
ciation decided to hold its 1909 conven- 
tion in ‘Albany. The meeting will 
bring nut growers from the Pacific 
coast, New England and, it is probable, 
every state in the union, and the fine 
pecan groves in this section, yielding 
the highest grade paper shell pecans 
produced in the country, will be care- 
fully inspected by men who are fore- 
most in American nut culture. 

Several large plantations in Dougerty 
county have changed hands within the 
last few days, and it is known to be 
the intention of the purchasers to con. 
vert them into pecan producing acreas. 
Cc. D. Fuller, of Kalamazoo, Mich., 
has just paid Arthur & Cox $18,750 for 
the Strong place, eontaining 750 acres, 
several miles southeast of Albany, and 
will convert it into a pecan grove. His 
firm, Fuller & Proctor, has also pur-

| Putney, as well ag the Vason place, 3 


miles north of Albany, from A. P. Va- 
son, all at fancy figures. The same 
firm purchased, for $25,000, 1,000 acres 
from Patterson & Taylor, of Chicago, 
this being a part of a 4,000-acre tract 
for which the Chicago firm had paid 
$100,000 a couple of years ago. All 
these lands are being or will be can- 
verted into pecan groves. 

Among the ambitious plans now being 
worked out by promoters who are 
making large investments in pecan 
lands in this vicinity are severa) 
whereby tracts of four to twenty acres 
are being sold to white families in sev- 
eral of the northwestern states. In- 
ducemente of easy payments are offered, 
and by the time the tracts are paid for 
the pecan trees, planted at the time of 
making the sale, will be in bearing. It 
is the purpose of many purchasers of 
these small tracts to come to this sec- 
tion to live after a few years, and pur- 
chasers of adjoining strips, which will 
be sultable for truck farming. are in 
many cases being made.

THE BARBER COMPOSER. 


London, Apuil ia—Music-making 
and hair-cutting are seldom. linked to- 
gether, and yet Arthur Lainch, London’s 
“barber composer,” fills this duel role. 
In a little shop in Beak street, in the 
heart of the West Bnd, not far from, 
Regent street, the barber composer 
daily cute hair from 9 to 6, after which 
he goes home and dreams dreams which 
take form ag musical rhapsodies. 
Lunch is not a mere “freak” who 
goes in for music as a side issue when 
his day’s work ig done. A number of 
his compositions have already won wide 
repute, his communion service in F 
being almost universally played in 
English churches. In addition tg church 
music, he has composed @ number of 
popular songs, marches and waitzes, 
and one of his pieces—‘Bugler Dunne” 
—has attracted the attention and praise 
of Queen Alexandra. 

Though Lunch already enjoys a fair 
revenue from the copyright of his mu- 
sic, be hae so far. found it necessary 
to stick to his barbering trade. though 
ke does not make a secret of the fact 
that he would rather write music than 
cut hair. 

“Tl am a musician first, barber after- 
wards,’ he said to the writer in a re- 


cent interview. ‘To tell the truth, I 
hate barbering, but I am not so foolish 
as to throw up the trade i have 
adopted—and which brings me in a fair 
Hving—in order to devote my whole 
time to the purswit of my musical art. 
I know that, in musicaf composition, as 


ir other arts, what is most often 


is opportunity, ana, till my 


chance comes, [I think it more prudent 
to ‘stick to my bast,’ or, rather, to my 
chair and razor.”’ 

Asked to give an account of his early 
musical training, he continued: 

“I do not say it with any boas hate 
ever, but music always came pe thy 
natura] to me, and I managed to play, 
without difficult,.y most instruments, 
though my principal one is the organ, 
My knowledge of the art and ecience 
of sound, or the scientific basis of mu- 
sic, I have acquired in the. smal! hours 
of the morning, but have never nheg- 
lected my bread-winning in order to de- 
velop my artistic faculties, I am on 
happy, however, when sitting quietly at 
heme, thinking over melodies. q always 
carry sheets of scored paper with me, 
and if anything etrikes me as a good 
subject for musical’ treatment, I jot it 
down, even while walking along on the 
streets or traveling from one place to 
another, — 

“Yes, Ihave had a lot of people tell 
me that I ought to leave the barber 
shop and ‘star’ as e professional, and 
once a wealthy man offered to 
me to the extent of $50,000, but when 
it came to the scratch, he backed out.’”’

Around Madison.

Madison, Fia., April 10.—(Special.)—I 
came over here to take @ look at a 
tobacco farm, and learn something 
about tabacco as a crop in Florida. 
Madison county is 2 border county;

10 miles from the Georgia line, and is

phd business of growing tobacco in 
south Georgia and north Florida prom- 
ised enormous profits; but the panic 
came and upset the planters plans. 
Only the finest tobacco, that which is 
used as wrappers for fine cigars, is 
grown in Madison county, Florida. The 
panic came, and fine people quit 
smoking fine cigars and bought the 5- 
cent variety, or “two-fers” or ‘three- 
fers.” . 

If the price had remained at what it 
was before the panic, these tobacco 
growers in Madison would, I am told, 
have made Nttle less than a 4housand 
dollars on the acre. Naturally, they 
are hopeful still, for panics, like the 
wind, Gome and go. 

The Florida Sumatra Leaf Tobacco 
Company, of Madison, has 4 farm of 
twenty-five ecres, and raised its first 
crop last year. That company made a 
total’ of 36,768 pounds, an average of 
1,430 pounds to the acre. 

I visited that company’s farm, which 
is not more than a half mile from the 


Madison court house. The whole thing 


' is shaded—that is, it has a roof over it, 


not such a roof as that of a house, to 
keep out rain, but a roof made of slats, 
which protects the growing crop from 
the sun. To make the fine leaf wrap- 
pers, this shading of the growing crop 
is necessary. After the panic, when the 
price of this tobacco goes back to what 
it was, these poople will have an ex-~- 
ceedingly profitable business. s 

There are also some individual grow- 
ers of the weed in Madison, among 
whom are the following well-known 
gentlemen:. | 

* 7,064 Pounds on 5 Acres. 

C. B. Ashley, who last year made 7,064 
pounds on 5 acres; J. E. Hardee, 7,056 
pounds on 5 acres; B. B. McCali, 4,542 
pounds on $ acres; A, E. Fraleigh, 6,296 
pounds on 5 acres; C. H. Smith, 4,063 
pounds on 21-2 acres; 8. A. Smith, 
1,234 -pounds on 3-4 acre; Ola Sanders,.

It is great to be great for 
something great, and Madison, File., is 
that. This plant has thirtq-two gine 
end can gin four different bales at the 
Same time, its capacity being ninety 
Dales a day. The seed cotton. of other 
counties ts shipped in car load Jota to 
this plant. After the farmer puts his 
erop of cotton in a‘railréad car he ts 
done with it. The railroad hauls it-to 
Madison, placing it.on a sidetrack at 
this great ginnery. Here it is unloaded 
by suction and is distributed to the gins. 
If the farmer prefers not to gin it so 
early, he may store his crop free of 
charge in the company’s warehouses. 
When it‘is ginned the seed are conveyed 
to the compapby’s oil mill, a six-press 
concern, which crushes only sea island 
cotton seed. | 

The company buys the cotton, paying 


the highest market price. It ships this 
cotton to the highest-class spinners in 
the world. Indeed, it is said that the 
great spool cotton firnl of J. & P. Coats 
has an interest in this Florida plant, 
and gets here much of the cotton it uses 
in manufacturing its world-renowned 
thread. Madison, Fia., is a great sea 
isiand cotton market, and the Florida 
Manufacturing Company is the great rep- 
resentative concern in the handling of 
that product. 

This correspondent had the pleasure 
of meeting personally the officers of this 
company, and it will not be improper 
to say here they are gentiemen capable 
of managing a great business and of 
making it a reliable, trusted one.

Drafted in Upper Body. | 


After the Tumult and the 
Shouting and Declamations 
in Lower House, the Upper 
Body Will Say What New 
Law Is to Be.

Washington, April 10.—(Special.)— 
The senate has received the tariff bill 
on which the house voted Friday after- 
noon. Shortly it will be possible to 
predict what the new tariff bill will be 
like. Regardless of the interminable 
debate in the house, the endless proces- 
sion of speeches, and the “monotonous 
Grone of tariff facts and figures, every- 
body recognizes that the next tariff 
measure will be shaped in the senate, 
and not mm the house. 

Of course the constitution provides 
‘that all tax measures and appropriation 
measures shall originate in the popu- 
lar body. This is no longer true, fn 
fact. More important than all the 
Speeches made in the house and given 
to the country, are the deliberations 
now going on behind the closed doors 
in the finance committee of the senate. 
There sit Senators Aldrich, Hale. 
Lodge, all of New England. and what- 
ever bill they report will be the basis 
of the tariff measure enacted at this 
session of congress. 

Senators Can Offer Amendments. 

The democratic senators will be able 
to offer amendments to the tariff bil! 
and have them voted on. In the }.ouse 
the rules committee not only limited 
Gebate. but fixed the particular 
schedules to which amendménts would 
be allowed. A speaker on the floor of 
the house was only able to express his 
individual opinion on the tariff bill, and 
had no power to put that opinion in the 
Shape of a concrete amendment to a 
particular schedule in the bill. 

The house leaders were forced to 
Agree to allow a separate vote on lum, 
ber, hides, oil, tea and coffee. barley. 
and barley malt, and for a duty ofm@25 
per cent upon crude petroleum and its 
Products. The special rule also pro- 
vided that committee amendments shall 
be in order at any time, but the ways 
and means committee of the house is 
not going to offer amendments, which 
a large part of the south and other sec- 
tions of the country would like to have 
voted upon. For instance, there is the 
increase in duty on hosiery. gloves, 
long staple cotton and other products. 
The house has very graciously agreed 
to give the country the satisfaction of 
knowing where its members stand on 


ten items out of the 10,000 items in the 


bill. 
To Pet Party on Record. 
In the senate it will be possible to 


effer amendments to the bill and have { 


these amendments brought to a vote. 
Of course the repubjican majority can 
vote down any amendment which a 
democratic senator may offer, for the 
voting strength of the majority is 
twice that of the minority, but it is 
something gained to be able to put the 
mafority party on record. 

There is no telling how long ‘it will 
take the senate to agree upon a Dill. 
When the upper body perfects a meas- 
ure it will be sent back to the house, 
and a conference committee will then 
undertake to reconcile differences. 

If the senate should include as a fea- 
ture of its financial measure a provis- 
ion for an inheritance tax, or reenact 
the stamp taxes levied to raise revenue 
to carry on the Spanish-American war, 
it is probable that it would open up 
again the flood gates of eloquence in 
the house. If the upper body, however, 
should not do this, but should by means 
of indirect taxes levied upon imports 


and excise duties provide for enough . 


revenue to run the. government, the 
house will probably submit gracefully 
to the wishes of the upper body. It is 
already becoming apparent that repre- 
sentatives are concluding to put the 
avhnole matter up to the senate, and let 
that body perfect the tariff law. 


Adamson on Tariff Reform. 


Representative Adamson, of Georgia, 
insists that it will not be possible to 


secure real tariff reform until the re& 


publican party is defeated. He charges 
that this party is a sectional party, al- 
ways has been, and always will be.

Atlanta is one of the very few cities in the country where the manage- 
ment and direction of public works, hence responsibility for fesults, is divided 
between two departments. 

With such division it is impossible to draw a line of demarcation pom. 
ciently distinct to prevent overlapping and consequent conflict. 

The work of one division will, necessarily, here and. there, encroach upon 
the other. ' e \ 

Experience has proven this true not only in Atlanta’s case, but in every 
other instance where it has been tried, and the result is, no matter how able, 
energetic and zealous are the officials in charge, municipal improvement is 
bound to suffer from that dangerous complaint, difference of opinion. 

Public works constitute a distinct and complete department to them- 
selves: Streets, sidewalks, sewers, water mains, all city improvements of 
whatever nature should be placed under the authority and direction of a 
single capable official, responsible through council to the people. 

That is the solution of the problem now proposed by the special com- 
mittee appointed by council to investigate and report upon existing differ- 
ences between the clty engineering and public works departments. 

* Jt will recommend to council‘ the consolidation of these two depart 
ments under a single official head, at a good salary, and in whom alone will 
rest the responsibility for results. 


This is the best, most promising and most effective solution, of the 


problem which has been proposed, and council should proceed to its adoption 
without hestitation or delay. 

The time to act in the matter is NOW. 

Atlanta is on the verge of making important and extensive improve- 
ments, involving the expenditure of millions of.dollars, and pothing should 
be left undone which will guarantee the best and Most satisfactory invest- 
ment of this money. 

Consolidation has become an accepted principle in the effective municipal 
government of today. Departments are everywhere limited in number to 
actual necessity. Surplus and superfluous offices and officials are being elimi- 
nated by legislation: the tendency of municipalities the country over is to get 
to a solid and substantial business basis. 

Atlanta has delayed too long in this reformation. 

Consolidation of public works is but one of the city’s needed reforms. 

But it is one of the most essential, and it is a splendid place to make ua 
beginning. Council has the opportunity and it will make a mistake if it 
does not take speedy advantage of it. 

With the merits of,the controversy that has existed for a long time 
between the department of public works and the department of the city 


engineer, we are not familiar, but it is reasonable to assume that if both of | 


these departments were under one head there would be an end to the ever- 
lasting wrangle between them. ° 

The solution of this matter goes far beyond personal considera.ion. The 
chief of the department of public works, nor the city engineer, as individuals, 
should be considered for.a moment in putting the two departments on a basis 
which will produce the best obtainable results for the city. 

The Constitution believes that both department heads, as individuals, 
have been unrémitting, honest and able in their efforts to give the city good 
service, but at the same time we believe that it will be impossible to obtain 
the results the city has a right to expect until the two departments are 
brought together under a single head.

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REFORM JUSTICE COURTS, 
SAYS ALEX W. STEPHENS

Eiitor Constitution: Some months ago 
| you were kind enough to publish an ar- 
' ticle from me, in which I advocated cer- 
| tain reforms in our local justice court 
System. As the public mind just at 
present is ripe for suggestion along this 
line, I wish to agein emphasize the fact 
that the svstem of justice courts now In 
| Vogue in Atlanta is old and archaic and 
' not adaptable to a large and growing 
commercial community such as Atlanta. 
We have a system here that is adapta- 
ble only to rural communities, where a 
justice of the peace hag before him only 
one‘or two cases during a term, whereas 
here in Atlanta several hundred cases 
come before a number of these courts 
during a term. 

What I have to saw is not in criticism 
of our local justices or their constables, 
but is directed solely at the svstem. It 
is in the system that the evils lie. At 
lanta hes outgrown this ancient =§ rural 
court—this court of plepoudre, where

| In a general way, these courts should 

be consolidated into one court, with the 
justices of the several courts, as now 
‘constituted, transferred to and made 
| justices of the new court; the justices 
should be paid salaries, and the court 
maintained out of the public treasury, 
and comstables and clerks should be 
provided for and properly paid. 

I have given this matter considerable 
thought and study, and have worked out 
a system along the line above suggested, 
which, I am satisfied, is feasible and 
perfectiy constitutional. I have dis- 
cussed the mattér wkh several of the 
justices, and it meets with the approval 
of the majority of them with whom I 
have conferred. I am advocating noth- 
ing in hostility to them or their courts, 
but I am proposing a reform along con- 
servative lines; which I believe would 
bring about a pucification of our loca! 
judicial atmosphere, and that would be 
beneficial as well to the justices and 
their attaches as to the public generally. 

Such a court as I have suggesied is 
not a mere chimerica! dream of my own, 
The municipal cougt of Chicago is mod- 
eled upon the plan which I bere sug- 
gest. That court\has been in opera- 
thon for about two years, and has given 
such universal setisfaction that for no 
consideration would the people of that 
city exchange it for the old justice 
court system which it supplanted. Tjus 
Chicago court has attracted universal 
attention, and in a number of cittes, 
notably St. Louls. Omaha and Indian- 
apolis, efforts are being made to abolish 
the old justice court systems, and estab- 
ligh in lieu thereof some such court as 
TI have suggested for Atiamta. I would 
like to see Atlanta get in line with other 
progressive cities, and take this matter 
up with a view to bringing about this! 
needed seform.

Gifford Pimchot, chief of the United 
States forest service, will speak in At- 
lanta the evening of Thursday, April 15. 
His theme will be “How the National 
Government May Cooperate With States 
in Bettering Rural Conditions.” His ad- 
dress falls on the second evening of 
the Conference for Education in the 
South, and follows two others of no- 
table interest; the first by John M, Coul- 
ter, of the University of Minnesota, who 
speaks on the “Economic Organization 
of Rural Activities;’ the second, that 
of Oharles 8. Barrett, president of the 
Farmers’ Union, whose subject will be 
“Education and Rural Needs.’’ 


High Official Positios., 

Mr. Pinchot was born in Sinsbury, 
Conn., August !!, 1865. He was grad- 
vated from Yale, where his father ¢é- 
tablished the chair of forestry, in |1889, 
andi subseauently studied forestry in 
France, Germany and Switzerland and 
Austria. He did his first systematic 
work in forestry in Biltmore, 1892. He 
received his M.A. degree from Yale in 
190!, and Princeton in 1904. He was 
made a member of the national forest 
commission, chief of the division, and 
afterwards of the bureau of forestry, 
and now. the forest service of the 
Imited States department-of agriculture. 
He. is also at the head of the commis- 
sion on inland waterways. He is the 
author of a series.of books dealing with 
verious phases of the forestry question, 
among them “The White Pine,” “The 
Adirondack Spruce,” ‘g@ Primer of For- 
estry,” and other b s of instructivu 
and vital interest. 

His Work. 

Althovgh it is a matter of universal 
knowledge, the fact that Gifford Pinchot 
has the inspiration, the brains, and the 
directions of the conservation movement, 
the most vital and far-reaching event 
of the Roosevelt administration, the 
modesty of the man, and his entire 
merging of self into the absorbing in- 
terest, which Me is makintg his life work, 
has kept from the public eye a great

Through his work in his studio, his 
research, through his books, and finally 


as chief of the United States forestry 


service Mr. Pinchot has brought not only

the responsibility, not alone of he gov- 
ernment and organizations of thought- 
ful men and institutions for he teach- 
ing of them, but the responsibility of 
the citizenship of the nation at large. 


“The Show-Down.” 


He has brought about the realization 
that “the time has come for a show- 
down between the American people and 
America itself,’’ to quote from BPmerson 
Hough in a recent article in the Satur- 
day Evening Post, when he aptly states: 
*’" The American standard of living is based 
on the theory of an exhaustiess bank ac- 
count.

While Mr. Pinchot ts the genius of the 
conservation movement, his achievement 
has extended farther. More than any one 
individual, he has been the iniative in- 
fluence in bringing about the integra - 
tion of the two forces: our natural re- 
sources, on one side, and our education- 
al resources on the other. 

In both, the country is equally rich, 
but while there was need of conserva 
tion of the natural on one side, - there 
was need of vitalizing of the education- 
al on the other. 

The need of the conservation has be- 
come a national thought, crystallized in 
the conferences called by Roosevelt last 
June, and that of last December—the 
need of the more rational system of edu- 
cation was the keynote of the last con- 
ference for education in the sputh, held 
in Memphis, when technical and indus- 
trial training were stressed and treated 
of as the most vital meed in education 
making for a national efficiency. 

And now in the Conference for Educa- 
tion in the South, convening for the 
twelfth time under the leadership of 
Robert C. Ogden, the program will be 
interpreted by men who will prove the 
possibility of the integration of the two 
forces. They are men who, like Gifford 
Pimchot, are leaders in the activities of 
the moment. Many of them are ex- 
ponents of the highest spirit of that 
derhocratizaition of education which will 
inevitably lead not only to the preserva- 
tion of the nation’s natural store- 
house and the highest development of 
every treasure within that storehouse, 
but to a well balanced, enlightened citi- 
zenship, only through which the repub- 
lic will reach her greatest prosperity and 
her rightful place in twentieth cen 
civilization.

Case Brought Under Federal 
Employers’ Liability Act 
Cannot Be Taken to Federal 
Court Simply Because It 
Arose Under Federal Law. 


According to a decision handed down 


by Judge Newman in the United States | 


district court yesrerday, a case cannot 
be removed from the siate to the 
United States courts merely because it 
is founded¢on the federal employers’ 
liability act.. ; 

This is adverse to’ the opinion and 
action of the bench and bar of the en- 
tire country, but the decision is back- 
ed by a number of rulings of the United 
States supreme court, which Judge 
Newman cited in his decision. 
preciudes the possibilty of the first 
hearing in a case being hed in the 


defendant are non-residents of the etate 
fn which the suit is brought. - In “his 
decision Judge NeWman ruled in favor 
of a contention of Attorney Burton 
Smith and sent the case in question 
back to the state whence it had been 
removed. 

In substance, the court held that a 
suit brought solely ‘upon the federal 
employers’ liability act cannot be re- 
moved to the federal courts unless 
there is some question as to the con- 
struction of the act. It further held, 
however, that the right of the defend- 
ant to have the act passed upon by 
the federal courts is not withdrawn, 
as, after the case has reached the court 
of last resort in the state, either de- 


error take any question of construction 
or constitutionality to the United States 
supreme court. Among a number of 
other cases cited in support of his 


attention to that of Defiance Water 
Company v. Defiance, !19!I U. S., 184. 


History of the Case. 


In the case in question, Albert Miller, 
a negro, sued the Illinois* Central rail- 
road in the city court of Atlanta. As 
both he andthe railroad company are 
non-residents of Georgia, the case could 
not be removed to the federal court 
because of diverse citizenship. Attorney 
Smith, for the plaintiff, however, based 
his case solely on the federal employ- 
ers’ liability act, and the railroad com- 
pany removed the case to the federal 
court on the ground that the suit arose 
under the laws of the United States. 
Attorney Smith moved to remand the 
@@me to the state court, advancing the 
arguments already mentioned. The 
motion of the plaintiff was sustained, 
and the case sent back to the city court, 
Judge Newman handing down a most 
able opinion. 

The effect of this opinion is that, al- 
though the suit arises wu r the federal 
act, it cannot be removed to the fed- 
eral court, because there is no contro- 
versy as to the interpretation of the 
act. This is the first time; so far as 
| can be ascertained, that.this question 
tas been passed upon, and the decision 
will be noticed with interest by law- 
yers all over the country. 

An interesting corollary to this de- 
cision is the fact that the defendant 
must remove the case before he files 
any pleadings, and he cannot make any 
controversy as to the interpretation of 
the act without filing these pleadings. 

The case ,jhad attracted no little at- 
tention bechuse of the unusual conten- 
tion of Attorney Burton Smith, and a 
number of lawyers were in court when 
the decision was rendered. Without ex- 
ception, they expressed unbounded in- 
terest, and not a few considerable sur- 
prise. Even those who differed with 
the court, however, were forced to ad- 
mit the forcefulness of the logic used

It if not uncommon to find 
clergymen in the Church of - England 
whose income is less than $260 a year, 
a whose daughters have to earn their 
as domestic servants hecaube their 
fathers have. never been able to edu- 
tate them to anything better. The 
church papers are filled with appeals 
from needy clergymen for financial aid 
and sometimes even for gifts of old 
clothes. 


Basis in History. 

The over-churching of the city, of 
course, has its basis in history. Church 
building was a favorite method adopted 
by the pious merchants of the middle 
ages for getting rid of their surplus 
money, and in the days whén the 
churches were built the city was a much 
more populous place than it now is. 
There were 90 churches in the city be- 
fore the great fire of 1666. Of these 
36 were never rebuilt and a €ew have 
} been demolished, but the churches that 
now stand were nearly all built soon 
after the fire and their revenues are 
based on the enormously increased value 
of thetr holdings of land and other 
property. 

It is impossible to obtain any accurate 
estimate of the capital .vawme of the 
sites, as, of course, they have never 
come into the market, and land values 
in London vary enormously, even with- 
in a few yards. Some inetances, how- 
ever, will give an idea of what the 
total value must be.

As to Income. 

looking at the gituation from the 
point of income alone, it has been esti- 
mated that the church expenditure in 
the city of London alone is $6.16 per 
head of the papulation annually. In 
West Ham, a populous and poor dis- 
trict in the east of greater London, it 
i@ only 4 cents per head per year, and 
in Fulham, a middle-class district ir 
the west, it is but $/1.66 per head. 

A careful census of the attendance at 
ten of these dead churches was made 
one Sunday morning recently, and it 
was learned that there were present 
213 worshippers, including 24 children 
and the vergers and pew openers. The 
ten churohes stand on sites the value 
of which is estimated at $2,800,000, the 
incomes of their clergymen are $28,565 
a year, and the seating capacity of the 
churches is $3,750.

The totals of these figures show that 
in 29 churches having a seating ca- 
pacity of \9,052, the morning attendance 
was 1,260, and the evening attendance 
1.536, while the total stipends paid to 
their incumbents was $117,065, and it 
must be remembered that this sum rep- 
resents the bare stipend alone. Each of 
these clergymen is provided with a 
house free, and he also receives vary- 
ing income from fees for marriages, 
'christenings, funerals and other parish 
activities. 

Absentee Clergymen. 

Many of these clergymen never come 
near their parishes at all. The serv- 
ices are regularly held every Sunday by 
poorly paid curates, while the man who 
draws the immense salary lives com- 
fortably in the country. Some of the 
incumbents, it is true, are hard-work- 
ing men, who take advantage of the 
lightness of their parish duties to devote 
themselves to other work in the church 
which is more needed, and for which 
no money is available. 
them are unsalaried suffragan (assistant) 
bishops, and in some instances the city 
livings have been presented to men 
who are doing valuable literary and 
research work for the church, and who 
would otherwise be unable ‘to devote 
themselves to these necessary activities. 
The fact remains, however, that. this 
work is being carried on at immense 
expense, for if the sites were sold and 
their capital value released there would 
be money enough and to spare for every 
legitimate purpose.

One is 
St. Bartholomew’s the Great, in Smith- 
field, which is one of the oldest church- 
es in Bngland, and one of.the most 
perfect specimens of Norman architec- 
ture in existence. -It is‘one of the two 
churches remaining that escaped the 
great fire. Another is St. Helen's, Wood 
street, which is also worthy of preserva- 
tion, on account of its beauty: Then 
there are at least two beautiful churches 
built by Sir Christopher Wren, which no 
one would think of demolishing. They 
are St. Bride’s, Fleet street, which has 
the most beautiful spire in London, and 
St. Mary le Bow, in Cheapside, whose 
tower contains the fagnous Bow Bells, 
and which is the home of the historic 
Court of Arches, where all offenses 
against ecclesiastical discipline are tried. 
St. Dunstan’s in the west at the Strand

There are a number of churches, how- 
ever, for which nothing can be said, 
They are not beautiful and they serve 
no useful purpose. Among these are 
what is known as the “Pork Pie” church 
outside Liverpool street station, which 
takes its name from its resémbiance to 
the favorite London delicacy, and St.

Washington, “April 10.—The senate 
tariff bill, so far as rates are con- 
cerned, was completed tonight, but it 
was decided that in making a report, 
('.girmon Aldrich will announce a res- 
ervation on certain important schedules 
for future action. These reservations 
will include hides, steel rails. wood 
pulp and crude petroleum. 

More General Revision. 

Chairman Aldrich tonight 
that the senate committee had 
made more general revision of rates 
than was done by the house committee 
on Ways and means, and that reduc- 
tions-in schedules had beeh made on a 
far greater number of articles. This 
@id not mean that there would be a re- 
duction of revenues, but that there 
would be recommended a bona fide re- 
Vision downward of the tariff.

Second Medical Examination. 
This, the commissary of police, 
finally entered Castro's room with an 
escort of gendarmes, prepared to do, 
but Castro's lawyer took steps to find 
the chief justice, and at the very last 
moment the governor and public pros- 
ecutor decided to have another medical 
examination made. 

Accordingly, a medical commission, 
composed of Drs. Bouvier, Costet and 
Barbe, proceeded with the examination 
in order to establish definitely if Cas- 
tro’s health was such that he could 
make the voyage. The consultation of 
the physicians continued for more than 
half an hour and they agreed that the 
life of the ex-president would not be 
jeopardized by his removal to_ tne 
steamer and the return voyage across 
the ocean. 

Professor Ricci, however, who was a 
passenger with Castro on the Guade- 
loupe on the trip from Bordeaux to this 
port, was the original authority for the 
statement that during the voyage the 
wound, resulting from the operation 
in Germany, had shown signs of sup- 
puration, but the final examination of 
the physician ‘this evening seemed to 
indicate that the former president is. in 
healthy condition as when he left 
France on March 26 last. 

Castro on a Stretcher. 

At half-past eight a force of gen- 
darmes went to Catsro’s room and he 
was placed on a mattress, refusing to 
put on his’ clothes, and carried on a 
stretcher to the steamer, a distance of 
more than a mile, 

A thousand or more of the population 
had assembled by this time and a great 
deal of sympathy was expressed for the 
former president. The latter gave evi- 
dence of great suffering and every 
movement of the stretcher seemed to 
give him further pain. He has pre- 
pared a protest, which will be sent to

Combination Against Castro. 

The governments of the United States, 
Great Britain and France, recently 
united to take concerted action against 
ex-President Castro, who had declared 


his intention of returning to Venezyela 


with designs of the presidency. 

Castro left Venezuela in November of 
last year. He appointed Juan Vicento 
Gomez, the first vice president, to take 
his place as president. Within a month 
after the departure of Castro, the Vene- 
guelan government was overturned, 
Gomez becoming the new president. 
Charges were made against Castro, and 
he was indicted. he announced that he 
would return to Venezuela, but the 
Venezuelan government denied him the 
right to land. Bventually, however, it 
withdrew this prohibition, accoraing hin 
permission to land, but at his own peril. 

Made Him Move On. 

Castro left Bordeaux March 26. on the 
steamer Guadeloupe. His intention was 
to take up a temporary residence at 
Trinidad, but the British government 
refused to permit him to land at Port 
of Spain, and he was forced to leave 
the ship at Fort de France. It is sug- 
gested the United States government 
communicated with the French authort- 
ties relative to the deportation of the 
former president, and France, in re- 
sponse, issued an order to the, colonial 
authorities that Castro be put aboard 
the first steamer returning to France. 

The position of Castro is greatly com- 
plicated by his expulsion from Mar- 
tinique. Had he been permitted to re- 
main there he might have made his way 
to some other region not far from Vene- 
zuela, where he could put his plans for 
a movement ageinst the present govern- 
ment into execution. He could have 
reached any of the Central American re- 
publics of the Danish West Indies, Hayti 
or Santo Domingo, but his deportation 
to France will put him in the prediota- 
ment.of a “cast adrift” among the Eu- 

tries.

Potash, crude or “black salts;’’ carbone 
ate of potash, crude or refined; hydrate 
of, or caustic potash, not including re- 
fined in sticks or rolls; nitrate of pot- 
ash or saltpeter, crude sulphate of pot- 
ash, crude or refimed,and muriate of 
potash. 

Payne Moved to Amend. 

At the opening of the session yester- 
day, Chairman Payne, of the ways and 
means committee, offered an amendment 
moving to. strike out im the irog ore 
schedule the words, “Basic slag, ground 
or .unground,”’ and stated:

Situation at Meru Is Troubling 
the French Gov-'§ 


ernment. 


Meru, France, April 10.—The strike of 
the button-makers of Meru has entered 
upon a critical phase. AW the depart - 
ment authorities are hurrying here, and 
reinforcements of cavalry and gen- 
darmes are coming by every train. Many 
arrests have been made, but further 
trouble is expected. Agitators who 
came down from Paris harangued the 
mob, after which the strikers stormed 
and wrecked four button factories amd 
practically destroyed the residences of 
their employers. 

The trouble arises from a reduction 
of 30 per cent in wages made by the 
eyiployers’ organization, owing to the 
competition of Japan, where mother-of- 
pearl is very cheap, made it imposstble 
to continue the old wage ecale.

The Hague, April !0.—The birth of an 
heir to the throne of Holland ts confi- 
dentffy expected the coming week. and 
if all goes well, the outburst of popular 
enthusiasm will be such as has seldom 
been witnessed among the placid Dutch. 
There has been no royal birth in the 
Netherlands since that of Queen Wil- 
heimina herself, twenty-seven years ago. 
Thrice ‘before, since the marriage of 
“Idttle Wilhelmina,” as the Hollanders 
affectionately call. the. queen, have the 


hopes of the country been raised, only 
to be dashed, 
Fear of the Dutch.

ment of the cities. The frame is made 
on this pattern: A general law, passed 
by the state, lodges all the local pow- 
ers in the cities themselves, the state 
government only imposing certain 
duties and restrictions, especially to 
prevent incurring too many debts, and 
frequentiv keeping the employment 
and control of the police in the hands 
of state officials. Otherwise the city 
council may change their laws as much 
and as often as they please, without, as 
in England and with us, asking per- 
mission from parliament or state legis- 
lature. 

On the suffrage there are always qual- 
ifications. A man, in order to vote, must 
know how to read and write, and pay 
some tax, however small. 

Germany in the Lead, 

The science and art of city 
ment has been carried to the 
perfection in Germany, and I will 
therefore take my illustrations from 
that country. In Pruesian cities the 
voters are divided in thrée «lasses: the 
first consisting of those who are the 
highest on the tax list, and together 
pay one-third of all the taxes; the sec- 
end of those who pay the next third, 
and the last of the balance; all the 
people of limited means.

They 
receive no pay end if, what very rarely 
happens, they decline to serve they are 
fined or lose their civil rights. They 
select the burgomaster (mayor) and ap- 
point all the members of the executive 
branch of the government. Their 
number varies according to the size of 
the city, from forty to 250, the average 
being about ninety. They meet more 
or less frequently, pass ordinances, 
levy taxes, and take, in different coun- 
tries, more or less active part in the de- 
tails of government. It is considered 
an honor to be a member of the coun- 
cil, and merchants and bankers, law- 
yers and professional men of high 
Standing compete with the leaders of 
the hum»bler classes for the varcancies. 
Each city is divided into wards for va- 
rious administrative pumposes, but the 
members of the council are elected on 
a general ticket to represent the whole 
city, and the ward politician is un- 
known in Germany. 

Stability is secured by partial re- 
newal. In Berlin, councillors are elect- 
ed for six years, and one-third of the 
Seais vacated every two years.

Magistrates the 
Nearly all of the executive 
the government is done by the mag- 
istracy. The burgomaster and the 
magistrates are the most highly train- 
ed experts that a German city can ge- 
cure. The burgomeaster its an expert in 
the general art of municipal adminis- 
tration, and associated with him in the 
magisterial council are experts in law, 
in finance, in administration of schoois, 
in engineering of every charaicter, in 
sanitary science, in pwblic charity, in 
foréstry and parks, in water and gas 
supplies and so on. As with us, on a 
great railroad there is a general man- 
ager and heads of the various depart- 
ments. The magistracy of a German 
city then is a body of distinguished 
and honored, highky-paid professional 
expert employees, and not a body ef 
citizen represemtatives, although expe- 
rienced members of the council may be, 
and frequently are, promoted to mem- 
bership in the magistracy. The pro- 
fessfonal civil service is a vastly 
greater and “better field of employment 
on the continent of Purope than in Eng- 
land or Amerika, and it difficult for 
an American to appreciate its position 
and significance. When a vacancy o:- 
curs amongst the experts of the mag- 
istracy it is generally made known by 
advertising in the newspapers, and’ men 
from other cities send in applications 
for the place. 

The Berlin magistracy is composed of 
thirty-four members, including the 
chief burgomaster and his substitute, 
the second burgomaster. Of this body 
seventeen are salaried and appointed 
for twelve-year terms, but they are gen- 
erally reappointed at the end of their 
terms. The seventeen unpaid niggis- 
trates may be said to represent >the 
highest development and ski! of mu- 
nicipal affairs, resembling somewhat 
the board of aldermen of an English 
council. Neturally, the most confining 
and arduous duties are performed by 
the paid magistrates. Under each one 
of them is an acmy of skilled and 
trained subordinates, who, for salaries 
that to Americans would appear @ mere 
pittance, generally perform ther duties 
faithfully and well. 

Twe Kiads of Functions. 

Broad'y, but not sharply distinguished, 
the German cities recognize two kinds 
of fwnction—thoee that can be made 
largely self-supporting, and those that 
eannot.

having been accomplished by any mu- 
nicipal enterprise, is Berlin’s system 
of sewers. The city is located On a 
dreary, sandy plain, drained by the 
stagnant litle river Spree. Only forty 
years ago all the dirt from houses and 
Streets was allowed to flow into that 
stream. After most thoroughgoing 
preliminary surveys and studies, the 
present system of sewers was Started. 
The city was divided into twelve dis- 
tricts, arranged upon considerations of 
topography. The sewers of each dis- 
trict were made to converge to a com- 
mon carrier, at which was located a 
receiving basin and .steam pumping 
work, @ tunnel oonnecting each of 
made to irrigate and ferilize the ster- 
voir and pumping works of sewage 
farms, located in varioug directions of 
the compass, some miles from the city. 
Lange areas of land had to be bought, 
at high prices, for the purpose. The 
city itself covered an area of about 
25 square miles, but the drainage farms 
are about twice ag large. The fluids, 
after. removal of the most offensive 
sOlid matter, is in a systematic way, 
made to irrigate and fertilixe the ster. 
ile sandy soil, and where previously 
hardly anything would grow, there are 
now luxuriant fields of grain, gardens 
and orchards. And from a sanitary 
point of view, the. system is a great 
success. Far from being unwholesome 
for the people, who live and work on 
them, the farms are so free from bad 
influences that reconvale scent colonies 
from the city hospitals have been es- 
tablished on them with gratifying re- 
sults. 

About $50,000. have been spent on 
these sewers and farms; but it has 
turned out to be a goad invesiment; 
pfor, besides the reat benefit to the city’

selves. The eminent success of Ger- 
man cities in bringing thousands upon 
thousands of the best citizens into per- 
manent and active service in connec- 
tion with this and other departments 
of the government, without any com- 
pensation, is one of the features must 
worthy of imitation. 
The System Works Well. 

The system of government, with out- 
lines, as sketched above, works very 
well on the continent of Europe, espe- 
cially in Germany, and most intelligent 
observants agree that the worst gov- 
erned city in Europe is better off than 
the best in America. If the question, 
then, is asked, “Why shculd we not in- 
troduce their system here?” the answer 
will be that it is not practicable to 
transplant it. In the first place, while 
we have universal suffrage, they have 
both educational and property qualifi- 
cations, and while the first, in northern 
Europe, keeps but very few from the 
polls, the latter has a powerful influ- 
ence toward conservatism in matters of 
finance. And, next, the whole atmos- 
phere of public life is different. For 
centuries before the French revolution, 
and a couple'‘of generations after, all 
the powers and glories of the govern- 
ment were in the hands of the govern- 
ine class. Talented and ambitious 
young men aspired, not, as with us, 
after sticcess in business, but after em- 
ployment in the civil service and the 
army. Tt was and ts considered hon- 
orable to work for the gtate or munici- 
palities;: many more educated and well- 
to-do citizens do it there than here, 
and do it well, without any other com- 
pensation, after many years of faith- 
ful service, than perhaps a titie or rn 
decoration giving him the privilege of 
wearing a little ribbon or a gilt cross 
attached to the lapel of his coat. 

We cannot, whether we wish it or 
not, wet rid of the universal suffrage; 
and we cannot get the benefits, such as 
they are, of the traditions of a govern- 
ing class; but we can learn some very 
useful lessons from the sister cities 
of Burope. Instead of scattering the 
work of administration over a number 
of committees, where none is respon- 
sible, and very few competent or will- 
to do the 
work well, and where changes take 
places every year, we'may concentrate 
the power and respongibility on a 
small number of men, with longer 
terms of office and pay them salaries 
large enough to justify them in devot- 
ing all or most of their time to the 
¢City. That, in the judgment of the 
writer of this article, can best be ac- 
complished by the commission form of 
government. 

Some of the facts and figures given in 
this report are taken from Mr. Shaw’s 
very excellent book on Municipal Gov- 
ernment on the Continent of Europe.

view of the action of the committee yes- 
terday in striking out the reciprocity 
clause. The Payne bill includes slack 
or culm coal at the same rate as was 
fixed for bituminous coal, increasing the 
duty on this product from 16 cents to 
67 cents. The senate committee has 
decided to restore the Dingley rate of 
i5 cente per ton. 

Protests made by heavy importers of 
gloves and hosiery against the increase 
made by the Payne bill over the exist- 
ing Dingley rates, which protests were 
added to by the position taken by thou- 
sands of women throughout the country, 
induced the senate committee to agree 
to reoommend the continuance of tiie 
Dingley. rates. The existing rates on 
woolens, which were materially de- 
creased by the Payne bill, will be rec- 
ommended by the senate committee. Spe- 
cific duties will be recommended 
throughout on silks of ail kinds, the 
specific duty being a trifle above the 
combined ad valorem ‘and specific du- 
ties now collected under the Dingley act. 
This action ie taken in order to meet 
probable severe competition with Japan 
silks, which every year are coming im 
in larger quantities at a constantly de- 
creasing cost of manufacture. 

Leng-Staple Cotton. 

The demand for protection for long 
staple cotton, which comes into competi- 
tion with Hgyptian cotton used in the 
manufacture of merceriged silk goods, 
has been deniedr by the senate commit- 
tee. This action was taken on the 
ground that the long staple cotton raised 
an the Sea Isiands of South Carolina 
and Florida now brings a high price in 
the American market. and for the fur- 
ther reason that MH wouid be difficuk not 
to give Kke protection to cotton raised in 
certain parts of Texas and Missiesippi, 
witich i# of Gomparativety long staple. 

Preeent timdications are that the com- 
mittee will report the bill to the senate 
on Tuesday next. The majority mem- 
bers of the committee will be in session 
ali day tomerrow, going over the amend-

ments agreed upon in order to guard 
against possible errors. A meeting of 
the full committee has been called for 
10 o'clock Monday, and the portion of 
the bill carrying rates will be presented 
to the democratic members at that 
time. 

The administrative features of the bill, 
in all probability, will mot be reported 
for another week or more. These fea- 
tures will be the subject of careful con- 
sideration by the entire committee, and 
it is thought their adoption by the sen- 
ate may be brought about without op- 
position. 

Something of the proposed tariff bu- 
reau, which has been the object of a 
great deal of study, was learned to- 
night, although plans for the establis!i- 
ment of such a bureau will not be con- 
pleted until other administrative fea- 
tures of the bill are ready to be re- 
ported. 

According to the present plans, the 
bureau will consist of a consolidation 
of the bureau of manufactures and the 
bureau of statistics, which are under 
the department of commerce and labor, 
the »Sureau of trade relations, under 
the state department, and the customs 
division of the treasury department. It 
is intended that. this consolidation shall 
be placed under the head of the treas- 
ury department and that it shall act 
in an advisory capacity to the president 
in the event of the adoption of Sena- 
tor Aldrich's maximum and minimum 
provision for the application of the tar- 
iff law.

The fact 
that Judge Shepperd was of sufficient 
prominence to bring this case to the 
attention of the public has led to the 
investigation of past practices and 
brougtt to light many cases which have 
heen made against those not so fortun- 
ate and where the levies have been 
even more severe. 

The Atlanta Bar Association has many 
suggested changes which will no doubt 
be presented at once. 

One of these is aother attack on the 
pernicious straw bond, which may jus- 
tice courts accept. It has been sug- 
sested that the acceptance of a “straw 
bod,” whe proven, shall be sufficiet to 
disqualify that justice who issued it. 

Another is to restrict the jurisdiction 
of justices and see that ai) are centraily 
located, 


The outcome of this hearing means 
much to the law and its administration, 
and the case is watched with interest. 


Charles Moore Talks. 


Attorney Charles Moore has made the 
following statement: 

“This is simply an ordin l 
procedure. The law tivected be te 
case should proceed and I simply com- 
plied with the law. Legal proceedings 
are instituted daily in Georgia against 
people just as this case was instituted 
against Judge Shepperd. The law does 
not kow Judge Shepperd from any oth 
er ordinary citizen. I am not respon- 
sible for the law as enacted. It is my 
business to proceed under it as I find 
it, as it is the duty of every other hon- 
Orable lawyer. I have violated no law 
or professional ethics or code of honor, 
as every lawyer of the Atlanta bar 
knows. All this ado and hue and cry 
over this particular case, just because 
the defendant happens to be a federal 
judge. is tommyrot, as every lawyer 
well kows. In fact, a judge who is 
sworn to administer the haw should, of 
all men, be willing to abide its resu?ts. 

I notice the judge says he never heard 
of me before. I presume he knows of 
me now. I shall go alog the even tenor 
of my way and prosecute this case to 
the end, just as I would ay other case. 
I shall do my duty to my client in thie 
case just as I would to a client in any 
other case, just as every lawyer ie 
sworn to do. There is nothing extraor- 
dinary about this case except what 
Judge Sheppard has made in the way 
of a sensation for the newspapers. At 
the trial he will be treated just as any 
other defendant would be treated. The 
case against him wij) -be prosecuted 
just as diligently as if he were the 
humbleat citigen in the land.

Sylvester Rush, special assistant at- 
torney general, who worked up the 
cases for the government, stated after 
the opinion was handed down that he 
would again present the matter to the 
grand jury. submitting it without de- 
lay to the body now in session. 

The Defendants Wealthy. 

The defendants affected by today’s 
decision besides Governor Haskell, in- 
clude William T. Hutchins, lawyer, 
born in Virginia.

I[t is esti- 
mated that the American mills could use 
every bale of the present cfop which {fs un- 
sold and that further exports to Burope 
will result in fhe smallest gupply ever held 
in this country by the end of the seaeson. 

July cotton is now 8 points above the re- 
cont low. and of course it is natural to ex- 
pect some reaction, due to profit taking, and 
many afe selling on this theory, and this 
very selling has kept the market in a strong 
position and prevented the accumulation of 
ans unwieldy long interest. The crop of 
1906-07 was practically the same as the crop 
just made,’ and conditions then were vers 
similar—at least they were no better. In 
that vear July contracts on April 1 were sel.- 
ing around 9.40. From that date prices ad 
vanced steadily, with practically no decline, 
vntil June 14, when July contracts sold at 
19.26, and the first week in July prices 
reached . 18¢. Should the present planting 
season prove backward such a course could 
very easily be repeated: however, trading on 
past records is a dangerous proposition ana 
vne can always find reasons and compari- 
sons to fit any argument. 

Cotton is still selling at a price which nets 
very small profit to the producer, and is 
still absurdly low as compared with other 
commodities. The cotton pusiness has appar- 
ently nothing to fear from the tariff revision 
and many of the arguments used by thé 
tears a few weeks ago have disappeared, In- 
dications point to a continued improvement 
ir. cloth and yarn business and to a good 
foreign demand, After such an advance a 
reaction is certainly due and unless one is 
in position to buy on a scale down it looks 
as though it would be wise to wait some 
moderate recession before making purchases. 
Prices are not likely to have any serious set- 
back, however, and present prices will very 
probably look extremely low a few weeks 
from now. .

the former. While there Osborn, it is 
Said, began annoying the girl in one way 
and another, and finally threw an ear 
of corn which struck her in the face. 
This led to an altercation in which 
Blasingame drew a «nife, and, in a burst 
of anger, cut Osborn to death. wis rec- 
ord since he pegan his life sentence in 
the penitentiary, some six years ago, has 
been good, and numerous _infiuences 
have been brought to bear to secure his 
release. He has been promised employ- 
memt at good wages when he is released, 
and, it is stated, will marry the wung 
lady who, indirectly, was the cause of 
the tragedy that led to his imprison- 
ment.

Kobe, 1909.—If£f you want to see how 
wide awake the Japanese are, come with 
me and take a look at the sanegafucht 
cotton mill, which lies on the outskirts 
of Hiiogo. It is the biggest spinning 
€tta’biishment of the empire, and it be- 
longs t© a company which has a capital 
of seven million gold dollars, and paid 
last year a dividend of 22 per cent. The 
company has altogether nineteen mills 
in Operation and in course of construc- 
tion. It has.already more than two 
hundred thousand spindies at work; and 
the four new mills, now building, wil! 
add to this 98,000 more. It is putting up 
- Mills for weaving as well as for spin- 
ning: and ‘~when all are completed it 
will still have a million dollars worth 
of working capital to g0 On. 

The company began its work twenty 
years ago by erecting a spinning mil! 
at Tokio. It hag now two there and is 
Duilding a third. It has silk mills at 
Kyoto, which are rapidly approaching 
completion, and it will soon have sixteen 
theusand spindles in operation there. 

Japan's Biggest Cotton Miil, 

Of all the establishments of this big 
corporation the one heré at Kiogo is the 
largest, It covers many acres and em- 
ploys 4,000 hands. Its works run day 
and night, and they turn out cotton 
yarn by the thousands of bales. annu- 
ally. Much of the product is consumed 
here in Japan, but a great deal goes 
to the rapidiy developing market ot 
China, where it competes with that from 
our country. 

Hiogo is the native city for which 
Kobe is the port. It _ has, all told, 
more than three hundred thousand peo- 
ple: and in going to the cotton mill, our 
jinrikishas take us through = several 
miles of Japanese stores, over the bridge 
whieh crosses the river and almost into 
the country. We can see the great 
smokestack of the works long before We 
come to it. It rises high above the 
low warehouses and spinning mills, and 
its dense volume of smoke poisons the 
air. The smokestack is made of iron 
instead of brick, as in the UAited States. 
This is that it may the better with- 
stand the earthquakes which occur here 
every few days, and which at times are 
mo great that they might send a tall 
brick stack to the ground. For the 
Same reason the large mills are almost 
all of one story. They are bullit of 
brick and are so walled with glass that 
they are splendidly lighted. 

I do not know the acreage, but I went 
through a wilderness of moving pulleys, 
whirling spindles, cotton opening 
machines and other works of various 
kinds, which took more time than a 
Sabbath day’s journey. Single build- 
ings seemed to reach on and on till 
one could hardly see the end, and in all 
was the busy hum of machinery anu of 
Japanese men, women and _ ohildren 
working away. 

I have seen many of our great mills 
in the United States, but none in which 
the cotton is more rapidly and efficient- 
ly handled than here. I doubt if we 
have any in which Qe work is done with 
less labor. The finest of up-to-date ma- 
chinery is employed, and when it wears 
out it goes to the scrap heap. In some 
rooms, covering an acre, no more than 
two score men were at work, and one 
little girl was tending to every machine, 
in the spinning ‘and reeling rooms there 
were more, and in some I saw hun- 
dreds of girls and women at work. 

Stcam Engines, Homemade, 

I asked whence the machinery came, 
and was told that some was from the 
tnited States, but that more came from 
England. Japan has not yet begun to 
manufacture cotton machinery, although 
it is experimenting with work of all 
kinds. For instance, the engines which 
run theke big works were constructed 
at Toflo. Ome of them is of 1,500-horse 
power, and it is as fine as any engine 
of the kind anywhere. * 

Connected with the establishment is an 
experimental weaving mill, which will 
soon be increased to 400 looms. As it is 
now, the cotton comes into the mill in 
bales, being imported from China,-: In- 
dia and the United States, and it goes 
out in smalier bales of cotton yarns, 
ready for weaving. In the near future 
much of it will go out in the shape ol 
cotton cloth for the markets or Japan, 
Korea, Manchuria and China. 

Three Million Dollars in Cotton Bales. 

During my visit I went through twelve 
great cotton warehouses, which are 
packed full of bales, from the ground 
to the roof, and the manager tells me 
that at certain times in the year he 
has much as as three million dollars’ 
worth of raw cotton on hand. The 
greater part of the cotton seed comes 
from India, although much is from the 
United States. Kobe,. which is one of 
the chief ports of the empire. lands 
about forty million dollars’ worth of 
cotton every year; and of this, twenty

million dollars’. worth comes from In- 
dia, six miMion dollars from China and 
Over ten million dollars from the United 
States. Our cotton is the best; ‘but the 
Indian jroduct is cheaper, and the two 
are mixed in the making of these yarns. 
The manager complained to me about 
the bad packing of our American bales, 
and showed me some of them side by 
side with bales ‘from Bombay. The lat- 
ter were beautifully put up and 80 
wrapped that no cotton could be lost. 
Our bales were broken and torn, and 
the lint was falling out. 


With the Cotton Hands. 

As I walked through the mills I 
asked as to wages and hours of work. 
There are two shifts, one during the 
day and the other at night. The hours 
of actual work are ten; and there are 
rest hours at 9 a. m., at noon and 3 
p.m. The rest times consume about 
two hours, and with them the working 
day is twelve hours long.. This com- 
pany does not work its hands on Sun- 
days, as is cOmmon with many of the 
industries of Japan. 
work. its managers tell me that al- 
most all the cotton mills work both day 
and night, and that this custom is a 
great benefit to the spinning industry. 
As it ig now, the demand for cotton 
yarns is so great that night work is a 
necessity, but in times of depression it 
is possible to stop the night work until 
the demand requires it again. By th’'s 
doulbie work the Japar. mills are pro- 
ducing twice as much, per capital and. 
machinery, as mills of other countries 
where day work only is used. This fact 
may be one of the reasons ‘or the biz 
dividends which nearly all the com- 
panies are now paying. 

TI asked as to wages of the mill hands, 
and was told they are from twenty-five 
to sixty sen a day. This means from 
eleven to thirty cents of our money, or 
from a little more than one to.thsee 
cents for each working hour. At that 
they are higher than in some other 
mills, the @eneral wage of cotton spin- 
ners throughout this district being about 
twenty-one cents for women, thirty 
cents for men and six cents for echil- 
dren. 

As I went through the mills I saw a 
great many children at work, and many 
of the child workers were under four- 
teen. I had a photozraph made of my- 
self standing beside some little almond- 
eyed tots, who could not have been 
more than ten. 

According to the government reports, 
there are now three hundred and 
twenty-five thousand hands in the tex- 
tile factories, and of these almost two 
hundred and ninety thousand are fe- 
males. There are also twenty-six thou- 
sand girls and two thousand boys who 
are under fourteen years of age. This 
is not a lange proportion of children, 
and the number. grows less from year 
to year. 

Girls’ Dormitories, 

The Kanegafuchi Company is about the 
most advanced of all in Japan as to its 
methods of handling its employees. It 
has tenement houses which it rents out 


at low rates, and also dormitories for 
men and dormitories for women. I vis- 
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ited one of the latter buildings. It was 
a two-storied structure surrounding a 
beautiful garden. | Its walls were of 
framework covered with paper, 
Outer walls of pine wood. It had ac- 
commodations for eight hundred girls

Two-Cent Meale. 

From here I went to one of the large 
dining rooms which the company has 
established for its employees. Here seve 
eral hpndred men and boys were eating 
with chopsticks steaming rice, vege- 
tables and fish. 
the meal and were apparently satis- 
field. As I looked, the manager told 
me that they furnished board at a little 
less than cost price, and that the men

Among the special institutions 
at the mills is a‘theater, with a large 
full equipment of scenery. 
The house will seat, I should say, about 
a thousand, the audience sitting on 
white mats on the floor. There are gal- 
leries with similar seats, and the floor 
rises under them, so that the people 
can s@€e uniformly well. The company 
brinizs actors and lecturers here at its 
own expense, in order to amuse its 
employees. 

There is also a two-storied school 
building in the works, a larger part of 
which is given up to a kindergarten for 
the lhitfle children whose mothers are 
employed in the mills, and there is a 
technical school, where picked boys are 
taught the scientific theory of cotton 
sipinnimz and practical mil work under 
competent teachers. _ This is with the 
object of supplying intelligent- Overseers 
and foremen for the future. 

Another institution which all the 
Kanegafuchi mills have is a first-class 
hospital with a corps of physicians and 
nurses, who attend -the sick without 
charge. The hospitals have spring beds 
and are thoroughly ventilated and light- 
ed. The one here had a laboratory con- 
nected with it for the study of microbes 
and the investigation of special dis- 
eases. The company proposes to build 
a sanitarium at Takasago, one of the 
seaside resorts, for its convalescent 
operatives; it has appropriated $15,000 
for the building, and this is now under 
construction. 

In. addition to the above, these mills 
have a pension fund which now amounts 
to $142,000, a fund for the.weffare of 
the employees of more,than $190,000 
and a sanitary fund of $25,000. The 
workmen have also societies organized

I am told that all the cotton mills of 
Japan are doing well. In addition to 
the establishment which I have de- 
scribed there are many others which 
work day and night and which propose 
to increase their capacity and to ex- 
tend their trade throughout the far 
east. They look upon China as their 
especial market and say that they have 
the advantage of all other peoples in 
understanding the written characters 
used in the languages of the two coun- 
tries, and also in their general knowl- 
edge of the Chinese people and their 
customs, There are now Japanese go- 
ing over China investigating the mar- 
kets for cotton, and there are steam- 
Ship lines which eonnect Kobe with the 
big cities On almost all the Chinese 
rivers. The demand for cotton goods 
at home is steadily increasing, and 
there. a great effort will be made to 
push the trade in Korea and Manchuria. 

At present there are a hundred and 
eighteen mills in the country devotea 
to spinning alone, and these have more 
thin 1,500,000 spindles. They make al- 
most a million bales of cotton yarn an- 
nually, and have a profit therefrom of 
nine or ten million dollars. I have be- 
fore me figures showing some of the 
\dividends paid. In 1905 every cotton 
mill in Japan paid from !0 to 40 per 
cent, and in 1906 there were ten com- 
panies which paid all the way from !6 
to 45 per cent. In 1907 there were two 
which paid 650 per cent, and the Tokio 
Grand Yarn Company has paid as high 
as 70 per cent. Nearly aAl these com- 
pames are adding to their surpluses and 
are charging off good amounts to the

Cotton Weaving. 

So far, the Japanese have \not done 
a great deal in weaving cotton, but 
they are now making enough sheeting 
every year to carpet a road as wide 15 
Pennsylvania avenue, in Washington, 
ce of sixty thousand miles. 
Such a Carpet would reach twice arouna 
the world at the’ equator and leave 
more than enough over tq cover a sim- 
ilar pathway through its center. There 
are now a number of large mills with 
something like ten thousand loons. 
They grew rapidly during the war with 
Russia, for the army then needed quan- 
tities of goods, and the prices rose. The 
cost of blankets went up !00 per cent, 
and some of the mills were kept busy 
making khaki. Of what the war re- 
quired it is estimated that Japan sup- 
plied 70 per cent and only imported 30 
per cent. 

In addition to the work of the weav- 
ing factories, an enormous amount was 
done in the houses on hand looms. 
There are now almost a million homes 
in which weaving is carried on, and 
there are hundreds of thousands of 
people who work these. The number 
was more than a million ten years ago, 
but it is gradually decreasing, and 
more and more of the work is being 
done in the factories. It ig this house- 
weaving industry which consumes a 
great part of the cotton yarn manu- 
factured here, and it is on hand 
looms that the most of that which is 
exported to China and Korea is woven. 
Many small mills are springing up, 
some worked by steam and others by 
water power and electricity. The cen- 
ter of the weaving industry is about 
Osaka, which is also the center of the 
spinning industry. That city has more 
than twenty thousand houses in which 
weaving is done. It has scores of large 
factories, and the smoke from their 
stacks makes the town seem more like 


Pittsburg than any in Japan. Osaka

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is now as big as Philadelphia, and it 
bas grown greatly within the past few 
years. 
Japanese Matting. 

This region is the center of the mat- 
(ting industry. There are many fac- 
‘tories about Osaku bay and. here in 
Kobe which make millions of yards of 
matting for export and millions of 
mats for home consumption. The Jap- 
,;anese- do not use matting like -that 
i'cxperted to the ‘United States. The 
| most common carpet here is made up 
, of white straw woven into mats an 
inch tW4ck, a yard wide and two vards 
- long. These mats are the unit of sur- 
' face measurement for almost every- 
|thing. Tive rooms of the houses are 
and thelr sizes are esti- 
mated at the number of mats it takes 
, to cover them. When a man orders a 
_house built he directs that it be one 
‘of sO many mats, and the cost of the 
construction is based upon that esti- 
mate. These mats are Jound with black 
cloth, and as they fit close the floor 
(is covered with a number of these 
white rectangles surrounded by black. 
|} Japan uses over fourteen million such 
mats every year, and also three or 
four million pleces of ordinary matting 
of the same shape. The value of the

I have bought some about six 
by ten feet in size at 50 or 60 cents 
each and the highest price I have paid 
for any matting is less than 20 cents 
ZOld per yard. , 

The Native Cottons, 

The most beautiful cottons made here 
are intended for native consumption. 
They are not much more than a foot 
wide and are artistically printed in de- 
signs far different from the loud figures 
used on the goods intended for the 
United States markets. The cotton 
crepe for home use is beautiful and it 
would have a big sale in. the United 
)}States for curtains if it were sent there. 
The Japanese use it for their every-day 
Summer kimonos. 

Another interesting manufacture of 
cotton is that which the native people 
einploy here for toweling. These have 
gay figures printed in white and blue. 
Every firm has its own design and not 
a few of the native hotels give away 
towels of this kind to their guests. 
Within the past few years quite a craze 
has sprung up among the foreign ladies 
visiting Japan to make collections of 
these towels, and I know many who 
buy pleces of them for use as fancy 
tablecloths and napkins.

Protection of Fruit Trees. 


(Eben E. Rexford, in The Outing Magazine 
for February. 


Fruit trees are often ‘injured severely— 
sometimes killed outright—by mice and rab- 
bits in winter. In localities where these ani- 
mals are found in large numbers, some 
means of protection against their ravages 
should be resorted to. Sev@al methods are 
advised by orchardists. One is, to wrap the 
trunk of the tree with wire netting having a 
fine mesh, like that used in making window 
and door screens. This is easily put in place, 
and will last a good many seasons, if proper- 
ly cared for in spring. Another is, to wrap 
the tree with tarred paper. Be sure that 
whatever is used as a wrapper reaches to the 
ground. It is a good plan to. bank up against 
it. after putting it in place, with earth or 
snow, taking care, if the latter is used, two 
tramp it solidly into place. Some make use 
of a wash prepared as follows: One gallon 
sweet milk, 2 pounds flour of sulphur, 2 
pounds yellow ochre, 1 dram tincture of as- 
safoetida, 1 dram gum arabic, and 4 eggs. 
The solla ingredients of this preparation 
must be dissolved, and then mixed. Allow 
the mixture to stand twenty-four hours, then 
apply with a stiff brush. A simpler wash is 
made of soft soap, 1 gallon; water, 1 gallon; 
and 2 ounces crude arid. This will have to 
be applied two or three times during the 
winter. It does not take much time to make 
and apply a wash of this kind, and the ex- 
pense is slight, but a precaution of this sort 
often prevents the loss of many valuable 
i trees. Better take a precaution and make 
sure against possible loss.

Fly where he will, hide in the tangled 
forests of the Amazon or the frozen 
wilds of Alaska, adopt any disguise. 
however impenetrable, the comrades ot 
those whom he has maneey ed will track 
him down. 

The world is too small to shelter a 
traitor to the cause of the Russian Ter- 
rorisis. 

The Black Pellet. . 

There was Ivan Denisewltch, who in 
1899.drew the black pellet which bounu 
him to assassinate the czar. His cour- 
aye failed him; he gave information to 
-the police, and by them was smuggled 
on board a transatlantic steamer. 

On the way to New York Denise- 
witch, though deeply disguised, was 
desperately uneasy, becafhse more than 
once he noticed the eyes of a steerage 
passenger fixed upon him. Reaching 
New York, he took refuge in one room, 
from which he never moved out. 

A week later he caught sight from 
his window of the steerage passenger 
lurking on the opposite pavement. In 
‘ panic, he escaped, and, taking the next 
’ tf#in to San Francisco, buried. himself 
in the Chinese quafter known as the 
x _ Barbary Coast. 

* For some weeks all was quiet. Denise- 


witch began to gain confidence. At last 
re ventured one night to take a short 
turn in the open air. When he got 
home he found in the pocket of his 
Overcoat a black pellet, similar to that 
which he had drawn on the night of the 
ballot for the czar’s death. 
Mysterious End, 

In terror he fled to the police for pro- 
tection. They promised it, and he went 
home. Next morning he was found 
dead in his bed. He had apparently 
been poisoned, but by some subtle al- 
Kaloid the nature of which the doctors 
could not determine. 

The cunning and daring of the Ter- 
rorist agents is well exemplified by the 
still undiscovered mystery of the kill- 
ing of Regnier, in February, 1907. 

Regnier was a French cook. said to 
be employed as a Russian spy in Stock- 
holm by the Russian police. He is be- 
ileved to have been specially detailea 
to watch Tschernick, the Russian Jew 
who was accused of the stealing of 
$300,000 of governnient gold in St. 
Petersburg in the previous October. 

Regnier, for some reason best known 
to himself, left Gothenburg for - Ant- 
werp on a Swedish steamer. On ar- 
rival at that port the man was found 
dead in his cabin. He had been poison- 
ed by fumes of sulphuretted hydrogen. 
It was given out that these fumes had 
arisen from the cargo of matches, but 
investigation proved that this was not 
the fact. The man’'s*death was the re- 
sult of foul play. 

But who killed the spy no one knows. 
and the mystery remains unsolved. 

The methods adopted by the Terror- 
ists of ridding themselves of spies aré 
sometimes horrible beyond description. 
They are deliberately made so in order 
to strike terror into the hearts of thelr 
enemies. 


Under the Hammer, 
In August last a police spy was recog- 


nized at a revolutionary meeting in St. 
Petersburg which he had attended in 
disguise. He ‘was seized, gagged and 
bound, carried into a near-by factory 
and strapped down beneath a steam 
hammer. In the morning the horrified 
workmen found his mangled remains. 

A dreadful story comes from Odessa. 
A stonemason on his way home from 
his work was kidnaped, his head en- 
veloped in a sack, and he was thrust 
into a closed carriage. 

After a long drive he was taken into 
a house, and when the sack was re- 
eae Sten from his head, found himself in 
a bare cellar. In the opposite wall was 
a cavity where stood a man bound and 
gagged. 

At pistol point the mason was forced 
to brick up the wall until at last the 
Staring eyes of the victim were shut 
from his horrified sight. 

A day or two later it was found that 
a notorious police spy had disappeared. 

In March, 1906, a Pole who gave the 
mame of Getzner obtained work at. a 
plaster mill in Staten Island, New York. 

In the following July he was in the 
night gang. t three in the morning 
the men were as usual given half an 
hour’s rest. The others left the ma- 
chine room, but Getzner, who was 
sleepy, stayed behind and lay down to 
sleep. : 

When the others returned after the 
interval they found that someone had 
tied Getzner to a shaft making one 
hundred and twenty revolutions a min- 
ute. 

Investigations showed that the un- 
fortunate man had betrayed the _§se- 
crets of a gang of revolutionists with 
which he was connnected.

No account of travel in Labrador can 
be complete without some mention of 
the terrible pest of mosquitoes. These 
were always presemt in immense 
swarms from the beginning of our trip 
te the end, and sometimes they made 
life almost unbearable. 

Nothing could be heard but their 
buzzing. Wherever we attempted to 
eat they were down our throats and in 
our eyes and faces, and in spite of 
our head nets and fly dope we were al- 
‘ways badly bitten. e natives seemed 
to mind them lamost as,.much as we 
Aid, their reme@y being rancid seal oil. 
I am satisfied that were one so unfor- 
tunate as to be caught out at night with- 
out protection he would be either crazy 
or dead by morning. 

Our tents were provided with a fine 
mesh bobbinet inner tent, but some 
would always find their way inside or 
come up from the ground. At times 
our light so attracted them we went out- 
side to see-if it were not raining, for | 
the constant tapping of the mosquitoes | 
against the canvas sounded so esacti; | 
like rain that it was impossible to tell | 
the difference. 

On many hights I had to give up the 
observation of stars for latitude —t 
to ude because a candle could not be 
kept Mt long enougfi to adjust the arti- 
ficial horizon. ‘We S iietmantine had no 
chimney, and the mosquitoes swarmed 
so thicklv that without this protec- 
tion the flame was quickly smothered. 
There were but few nights cool enough 
to afford us any relief. We found 
thet it required a temperature within a 
few degrees of actual freezing to sub- 
due them.

Sometimes a tired, careworn mortal 
“shuffles off’ when those about him 
have little idea that he is even low in 
spirit.

No Cause for Him to Have 
Taken His Life, Say Dead 
Man’s Friends. 


When Pope Hilll’s friends in 
Macon were told early last Monday 
morning of the tragedy enacted in 
the back room of the McRae build- 
ing at midnight the night before, 
the theory of suicide never once 
entered their minds. Instantly ev- 
ery one reached the conclusion 
that another life had been added 
to those which had been taken in 
the contests over this famous land 
case. 

Incident after incident, argument 
upon argument—and apparently 
convincing ones—are offered refut- 


Ing the siighest insinuation that 
the dead man took his own life. 
Pope Hill was happy in his home 
life—his wife was a real helper to 
the attorney, assisting him practi- 
cally every day in his professionai 


duties. He numbered his frienas 
almost by his acquaintances. His 
were the kind of triends who loved 
the man for himself, not for what 
he might do for them. Many a 
strong man was seen to shed tears 
of bitter sorrow upon the receipt 
of the news of his death. 

Hill( say his friends, was mur- 
dered by people who held a grudge 
against him, merely because of his 
connection with the Dodge gnter- 
ests. And in doing so took tHe life 
of a man who in all his connection 
with the case had been uniformly 
considerate of the claims of the 
| people claimed to be squatters. 


Facts That Have Led Some 
to Believe There Was No 
Murder Done. 


Macon, Ga., April 9.—(Special,)— 
Hill left his home Friday, spent 
the night at the Suropean hotel in 
Macon, instructing the clerk not 
ta calll him: It is stated that he 
Was very pale and emaciated and 
arose next morning about 8 o'clock. 

Saturday he went to Helena, one 
mile from McRae, remained one 
hour and returned to Macon. He 
spent Saturday night jn the offices 
of Harris & Harris, still not going 
home. He left the papers ad- 
dressed to his wife, who alone 
knows what was in the envelope 
addressed to her, and returned to 
McRaé Suaday naon. 

It is now believed by some that 
he sat in one chair with his feet 
in another and both were over- 
turned when he shot himsel.

now Dodge, Telfair, Laurens and Mont- 
gomery counties, and purchased about 
300,000 acres of land in one of the 
richest pine forests in the world. They 
took titles for the Georgia Lumber 
Company, a concern that was soon in- 
corporated. 

Fifty years later a defect was discov- 
ered in the transfer and while the lum- 
ber company members were all dead 
and the property had gone for indebt- 
edness into the Western bank, of Ro- 
chester, and thence into the state of 
Indiana, where it was later sold by the 
legislature in 1877 to George E. Dodge, 
of New York, squatters were making 
steady inroads. Through the civil war 
disérders, the owners could barely do 
more than pay taxes. Under the Geor- 
gia laws, residence twenty years gave 
the squatter prescriptive title, and resi- 
dence seven years, color of title. In the 
meantime transportation facilities be- 
came better and the timber more val- 
vable. Up to 1687 almost any sort of 
title could be secured and the real own- 
ers were fast losing their vast iands. 

George E. Dodge soon had agents in 
the territory. and wherever a squatter 
was found, ejectment proceedings were 
instituted. Sometimes Dodge lost, and 
sometimes he won. 

O. H. Briggs, Luther A. Hall and H., 
G. Sleeper conceived an idea that the 
titles from the original agents, Colby, 
Chase and Crocker, to the old lumber 
company were fatally defective, and 
set up a concern to defeat Dodge by 
the agents.

Thé Murder of Forsyth. 
Wright Lancaster, Lem Burch, 
Charles Clemens, Luther A. Hall and 
Louls Knight laid a scheme to get 
Dodge’s agent, Captain John C. For- 
syth, who was there in charge of large 
milling interests, out of the way, and 
in the meantime so to intimidate 
other representatives as to keep them 
off the premises where the titles were 
disputed by the squatters. 

Rich Lowery, a mixed breed, and 
@harles Clemens were sent to murder 
Captain Forsyth. The victim resided 
with his wife and daughter at Norman- 
dale, on the Southern railway. On the 
evening of October 7, !890, Lowry, 
armed with a shotgun loaded with buck- 
shot, and Clemens, armed with a Win- 
chester rifle, slipped into the prem- 
ises, and while Clemens waited in an 
old shanty, Rich Lowry slipped on the 
porch and shot Captain Forsyth dead. 
The murderer then escaped wits Clem- 
ens, and spent part of the night at the 
home of Lem Burch, a man who con- 
tributed tT the $600 fund that was 
given the murderers for their work. 
They—were hustled out later, however, 
and this very man, Burch, whose con- 
science hurt him then so that he suf- 
fered a stroke of paralysis, was the 
person that related to District Attor- 
ney Marion Erwin the facts in the case 
after Walter B. Hill, member of the 
law firm of Hill & Harris, heard from 
a saw mill partner, a Mr. Bohannon, 
of Hawkinsville, who was lumbering 
with Wright Lancaster, but did not 
know of the terrible crime, who were 
the real perpetrators. Bohannon had, 
by accident, heard of the terrible trag- 
edy and its details from a man named 
Moore, who supposed Bohannon, being 
a saw mill partner of Lancaster, was 
in the movement. 

Three months later three of the men, 
Luther A. Hall, Wright Lancaster and 
Charles Clemens, went to the Ohio pen- 
itentiary for life. Louls Knight went 
for ten years, and John K. Lancaster 
went for six years. 

Many Assassinations. 

Within the last twenty-five years 
there have been eight or nine assassi- 
nations in connection with the case. 
One of the men sentenced died in 
prison; another wag pardoned. An- 
other served his time and, returning 
home, wag killed. by his cousin. 

Rich Lowry escaped by the merest 
ruse when an officer was after him In 
Jesup, and he hag never been heard 
of since. Large rewards have been of- 
fered for him, and he has been hunted 
with zeal by hundreds of officers of

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MEMBERS OF ROYAL FAMILIES 
VICTIMS OF BLACKMAILERS 


London, April 10.—In spite of all 
precautions, no one more readily falls 
a victim to the blackmailer’s snare 
than a member of a royal house. If the 
blackmailer has the faintest shadow of 


“hold,” it is possible to fight it out 
lin court, and the unhappy prince must 
grin and—pay it. 

The German crown prince is the latest 
victim. When he was at Ploen college, 
he struck up a friendship with a young 
German noble, Count Hochberg, who 
was also a student at Ploen. The 
friendship was kept up after college 
days were over, and for some time 
letters were exchanged regularly. 

The count fell on evil days, and had 
to emigrate to America, where he be- 
chauffeur to a man named 
Rarnes. After some time, he dropped 
his own name, and, having adopted 
that of Barnes, he vanished from the 
sight and hearing of his fricnds. 

Recently he has reappeared—with 
the crewn prince’s letters. These he 
threatens to publish, unless his im- 
perial highness cares to buy them. The 
prince’s attitude resembles that of the 
duke of Wellington in a similar situa- 
tion: “Publish and be hanged!” He says 
there is nothing in the letters he 
wrote to Count Hochberg that is worth 
paying a penny for. 

Upset His Horse and Cart. 

Duke Francis Joseph of Bavaria had 
an unpleasant experience a short time 
ago while out driving in hig motor. 

He was returning late one evening 
from Munich to Bamberg, where he is 
rerving as a lieutenant in a Bavarian 
Uhlan regiment. As he drew near the 
village of Dorndorf, he saw, just 

ahead, a peasant’s cart being driven 
along the wrong. side of the road. 

He stopped the*car, and sounded the 
horn, but the peasant took no notice. 
Then, to the prince’s surprise, he de- 
liberately forced his horse into the 
ditch and upset his cart. The prince 
tried to pass the overtyrned cart, but 
the peasant stopped him, getting in 
the way of the car, and shouting out 
that the car had knocked his horse and 
cart into the ditch,

New York, April 10.—(Special.)—Is the 
tennis ball era about to wane and the 
golf ball era about to wax, politi- 
cally and economically, as well as in 
the field of sport? Do our presidents act 
as arbiters of fashions, not in the matter 
of clothes, like King Edward, but in the 
field of sports? These are questions 
which are being asked by’ many persons 
who are not interested in either game, 
as well as a great many others who are 
| devoted followers of one sport or the 
‘other. Among the questioners are thoSe 
who remember Roosevelt's tennis cabinet 
and note the efforts that are being made 
in Washington to construct a Taft golf 
cabinet. Some of them insist that the 
golf ball, hard and far-going, is more 
symibolical of Roosevelt, and the larger, 
softer tennis ball of Taft. Others there 
are—members of the famous Ananias 
club, organized by our only living ex- 
president, with free membership for all 
persons named by him—who assert just 
the contrary, claiming that the tennis 
ball well represents Roosevelt-in that 
it is full of wind and light weight 
for its size, while the golf ball, like 
Taft, is solid to the core and a heavy- 
weight to ipoot. In the’end, if one 
wishes to take as the symbol of the ad- 
ministration of either man one of these 
two implements of sport, the choice, 
it seems, will rest largely on his per- 
sonal attitude. There is apparently only 
one point of agreement, that it is far 
more desirable to be hit by a tennis 
ball than a golf ball. But although 
PiDosvelt gave some pretty hard 
knocks, Taft has as yet had no chance 
to demonstrate his ability in this line. 
So even here the analogy is. indeter- 
minate. Perhaps the question is of no 
great moment anyhow. 

Question, of Interest. 

But among the real players, those who 
actually indulge in one or the. other 
game because of a personal predilection, 
the question is of large practical inter- 
est. It is of some importance to them, 
and not a matter of pure idle curiosity, 
to decide to what extent our presidents 
set the fashions in sports, and whether, 
during the présent admintstration, ten- 
nis playing will decrease and golf play- 
ing increase in popywlarity. Prior to the 
Roosevelt administration lawn tennis in 
this country had fallen: from its once 
great poputarity to the stage where it 
Was regarded as only a ladies’, game, 2 
little more strenuous than croquet. Golf 
was steadily on the gain in popular fa- 
vor, and many tennis players of note 
took it up to the exclusion of their for- 
mer pastime. ‘tennis courts all over the 
country fell into what the only ex-pres- 
ident living at that time would have 
called “innocuos desuetude.’’ Of course, 
the administration at that time was not 
given to athletics, but it may be noted 
as an interesting coincidence that Pres!- 
den McKinley, while he was never re- 
ported as indulging in tennis, not in- 
frequently did play golf. 


DO OUR PRESIDENTS RULE OUR ATHLETIC FASHIONS 


At any.rate, such was the condition of 
affairs when Roosevelt came to the 
presidency with his fondness for the then 
almost forgotten game of tennis. What 
was the result? Within the seven years 
of his administration tennis has not only 
regained all its former popularity, but 
has even far exceeded it. Only last year 
a tennis ‘team was sent to Australia, a 
thing which would not have been dream.- 
ed of a decade ago. People began to 
clamor for tennis even in winter, and 
the indoor courts in the Sixty-ninth reg- 
iment armory in this city, which each 
winter are the scene of tournaments al- 
most equaling/ those held out of doors } 
in the summer, are reserved so far 
ahead that it is practically impossible 
to get one. The Hotel Gramatan, in 
Bronxville, a nearby suburb, which has 
one of the few other covered or indoor 
courts hereabouts, is a Mecca for win- 
ter tennis players also. All over the 
country more persons are playing ten- 
nis than ever before. Hundreds of them 
go south for early practice. In a word, 
tennis is once more supreme, and its 
return has all come during the adminis- 
tration of the ex-president whose favor- 
ite game it was. 

If Roosevelt has done this by setting 
the athletic fashion, what is to be look- 
ed for from a golf-playing president? 
If golf spreads as rapidly in the next 
four years as tennis in the past seven, 
nine out of every ten men, women and 
children in the country will be indulg- 
ing in the ancient and honorable game 
by 1912. 

Perhaps not so much will be heard of 
President Taft's golf as was of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's tennis, when the burn- 
ing question of the hour seemed to be 
whether on the fenced-in white house 
court he had or pjhad not defeated a fa- 
mous English prelate, or whether he 
would be victorious over the German 
emperor, could such amatch be ar- 
ranged. But President Taft is no whit 
behind in enthusiasm for the pastime 
which he champions. During his recent 
visit to New York, only @ few days be- 
fore his inauguration, when anyone but 
an @mthusiast would have worn a fur- 
rowed brow, it was only the lack of a 
pair of trousers that kept him from go- 
ing out to Long Island for a game of 
golf. 

. How it Happened. 

The matter happened fn this way. One 
of the first persons to call on the then 
president-elect was Walter J. Travis, 
ex-amateur golf.champion of the United 
States and England, and probably the 
best- known player in the country, who 
is a peftsonal friend of Mr: Taft. Mr. 
Travis lives at Garden City, on Long Is- 
land, a spot which. his pérsonal fame 
has done aimost as much to make the 
greatest golfing center of the east as 
has the presence of two golf courses and 
club houses and its famous country 
hotel. Not even a duffer at golf would 
think of. coming to New York without 


visiting Garden City trying one or both, 
courses, and admiring the trophies

A moonshiner’s camp, with its illicit 
still; a deep mountain gulch crossed by 
a trestle (with fast moving express 
train running apparently at full speed); 
an Old-fashioned grist mill -(being turn- 
ed by a mountain waterfall), and a 
southern lumber camp, are among some 
of the scenes which lend an atmosphere 
of realism to the play such as is seldom 
seen in popular price theaters. 

The sensations are many and thrilling. 
In act one there is a bank robbery, 
with its attendant excitement of a town 
in an wproar, followed by a pursuit on 
horseback with Winchesters much in ev- 
idence. In act two an illicit still ts 
captured by United States revenue offi- 
cers. In act four there is'a jall de- 
livery, escape and pursuit. The gaving 
of a passenger train from crashing 
througn an open bridge follows. 
The:play is full of excitement, action 
and novelty. “Tess,” the title role, 
Played by Miss Lottle Williams. is a 
mountain waif, who eucceeds in wnrav- 
eling the mystery of her parentage: 
and at the same time saves an appar- 
ently worthless mountain belonging to 
her sweethert from falling into the 
hands of unscrupulous persons, who 
know it to be worth milliofis in iron ore. 
There is a keen struggle for the 
session of this property, which leade 
“Tess” and her lover through many 
hair-breadth escapes and exciting ad- 
ventures. The regular matinees will be 
given.
